The  Soviet  Union  has 
cancelled  its  exchange 
programme  with  the 
University  of  Toronto 
because  Claude  Bissell 
would  not  fire  a  Soviet 
scientist  defector. 

Dr.  Dotsenko  was  sent 
to  the  University  of  Alberta 
three  years  ago  on  a  cultural 
exchange  programme .  He 
had  instructions  from  the 
KGB  to  penetrate  the 
Western  scientific 
community.  Dr.  Dotsenko 
publicly  revealed  his 
dealings  with  secret  police 
after  he  was  in  Canada,  and 
has  since  been  granted 
landed  immigrant  status  by 
Canada. 

He  ended  up  at  the  U. 
of  T.  after  being  forced  to 
leave  the  University  of 
Alberta  as  a  result  of 
leftwing  agitation. 

What  conclusions  can 
one  draw  from  such  events? 
A  "realist"  would  appraise 
the  situation  in  terms  of  the 
global  struggle  for  power 
between  East  and  West,  and 
the  methods  used  for  it.  It 
would     appear     that     the 


Russians  botched  one  and 
are  attempting  a  clumsy  job 
of  punishing  their  agent  for 
being  subverted  by  Western 
culture. 

But  I  know  that  most 
people  think  of  it  in  those 
terms,  because  most  regard 
themselves  as  "liberal"  and 
"progressively  minded". 

Every  good  liberal 
knows  the  Russians  don't 
do  that  anymore.  Why,  the 
Russians  are  nice  people 
who  just  want  to  live  life 
their  own  way.  No  struggle 
for  power  for  them  —  oh 
no,  just  peace,  brotherhood 
and  happiness. 

It  was  once  said  that 
"the  ultimate  result  of 
shielding  men  from  the 
effects  of  folly,  is  to  fill  the 
world  with  fools".  North 
America  is  the  most 
shielded  area  of  the  world, 
and  we  have  more  than  our 
quota  of  people  who  need  a 
brush  with  unpleasant 
realities.

The  Canadian  Way

Read  any  good  books,  lately?  This  particular  book, 
while  not  coming  under  my  personal  list  of  "good"  books, 
is  at  least  very  useful.  Why?  Because  in  the  process  of 
attacking  the  Trudeau  regime,  Mr.  Broadbent  enables  one 
to  gain  insight  into  the  mind  of  a  social  democrat. 

If  one  already  happens  to  be  a  social  democrat,  the 
book  at  least  provides  many  ready-made  arguments,  on 
such  matters  as  industrial  democracy,  inflation,  the  Welfare 
State,  and  the  "politics  of  equality".

REBUTTAL 

Dear  Sir, 

In  his  article,  "U.S. 
Legacy  of  Violence",  Mr. 
Rick  Butt  seems  to  suffer 
from  a  malady  that  is 
endemic  to  large  numbers  of 
Americans  and 
non-Americans.  I  suppose 
mat  one  might  call  this 
complaint  the  Violence- 
Chromosome  Complex.  It  is 
the  belief  that  somehow 
there  is  programmed  into 
the  American  character,  a 
tendency  towards  violent 
behaviour  that  is  unique  in 
the  Western  World.  Mr.  Butt 
mentions,  "The  American 
legacy  of  political  violence 
(that)  points  to  the  violent 
nature  of  the  American 
Character  and  their  (sic) 
constant  emphasis  on 
aggressiveness . . ." 

It  is  difficult  to  deal 
with  such  sweeping  visions 
of  history  but  one  ought  to 
remember  that  if  it  is  in  the 
"American  Character"  to  be 
violent  and  aggressive,  one 
must  find  this  trait  in  the 
great  majority  of  Americans 
or  else  refrain  from  citing 
the  so-called  Character  of 
America.  (It  is  a  bit 
embarrassing  to  have  to 
point  this  out  to  a  writer  for 
a  university-base 
newspaper.)  By  the  same 
token,  if  violence  and 
aggressive  behaviour  can  be 
found  in  other  peoples  (eg. 
Western  Europeans,  many 
of  whom  have  a  centuries 
old-tradition    of    organized 


blood-lettings  called  "war"), 
then  perhaps  one  ought  to 
refer  to  a  propensity 
towards  violence  among 
larger  groups  of  people  than 
Americans  (I  must  admit 
that  I  have  never  met  a 
violent  American.  Canadian, 
or  Western  European). 

Other  questions  are  also 
raised  by  Mr.  Butt's 
argument.  For  example, 
precisely  when  does  an 
immigrant  become  an 
"American"  and  thereby 
share  in  the  national 
Character  and  take  in  the 
Violence-Chromosome?  Is  it 
when  the  immigrant 
inter-marries  with  older 
Americans?  Instead  of  a 
chromosome  is  it,  perhaps, 
some  hideous  bacillus  that 
causes  the  violent 
behaviour,  some  strain  that 
can  live  only  within  the 
borders  of  the  United  States 
(and  when  Hawaii  became  a 
state,  did  this  bacillus  swim 
the  Pacific)?  Do  Americans 
who  live  abroad  and  marry 
the  inhabitants  of  other 
countries  infect  their 
spouses?  What  about 
children  of  Americans  who 
live  in  Canada?  Do  "the 
clean  air  and  water  and 
unspoiled  countryside" 
(Toronto?)  to  which  Mr. 
Butt  refers,  serve  as  an 
environmental  anti-biotic  to 
destroy  the  bacillus? 

But,  to  be  fair,  Mr.  Butt 
does  also  refer  to 
non-material  causes  for 
American  violence.  This  is 
the  malaise  in  the  American 


Spirit  that  comes  from  the 
"mistake  of  basing  . . . 
political  institutions  on  a 
revolutionary  tradition".  Of 
course,  by  this  logic  there 
should  be  certain  violent 
features  of  English,  French, 
Soviet,  Chinese,  and  Cuban 
everyday  life  that  are 
functionally  equivalent  to 
the  American  variety. 
Indeed,  I  wonder  whether 
there  may  not  have  been  a 
revolution  in  Canadian 
history  that  has  slipped  into 
the  national  unconscious, 
since  Professor  McNaught  of 
the  Department  of  History, 
writing  in  the  Star  at  the 
time  of  the  LaPorte  murder, 
pointed  out  a  certain  strain 
of  Canadian  violence  that  is 
not  often  commented  on  in 
d  i  scussions  of  the 
"Canadian  Character". 
When  one  considers  the  vast 
amounts  of  violence  in 
human  history,  one  is  led  by 
Mr.  Butt's  logic,  to  imagine 
the  sin  of  Adam  and  Eve  to 
have  been  Revolutionary 
activity! 

As  to  the  more  general 
questions  of  American 
aggressiveness,  one  can  only 
suggest  to  Mr.  Butt  that  this 
is  a  feature  common  to  the 
history  of  world  powers  — 
apart  from  the  other 
question  of  what  he  means 
by  "aggression".  Smaller 
and  weaker  countries  have, 
for  good  reason,  found 
world  powers  to  be 
aggressive.  Persia,  Rome, 
Japan,  nineteenth-century 
Britain,  all  might  be  called 


aggressive,  but  not  because 
of  a  simple^ninded  theory 
of  national  character.  Their 
aggressiveness  is  often 
related  to  the  wealth  of 
their  national  resources,  the 
particular  nature  of  what 
they  consider  as  their 
national  interests,  the 
weakness  of  their 
neighbours,  the  presence  or 
absence  of  major,  equally 
aggressive  rivals,  etc. 

Nor  is  there  any 
particularly  American 
"religion  of  technology". 
Technology  was  not  of 
American  origin,  and  I  have 
yet  to  meet  anyone  of 
European  or  Canadian 
"character"  who  is  beyond 
the  "worship"  so  to  speak, 
of  technology  merely 
because. of  national  origin. 
In  Canada,  Mr.  Butt  seems 
to  think,  one  is  free  from 
this  religion  (presumably 
Canadians  worship  only  the 
fresh  air,  countryside,  and 
spirts  of  the  rivers,  lakes, 
and  streams).  This  is  a 
fantastic  claim.  (It  ought  to 
be  pointed  out  that  there  is 
nothing  wrong  with 
technology  as  such.) 

I  am  happy  to  see  that 
Mr.  Butt  opposes  the  Viet 
Nam  war.  He  claims  that  the 
American  character  seeks  to 
impose  itself  on  that 
country,  but  what  does  he 
make  of  the  millions  of 
inhabitants  of  the  U.S.  who 
oppose  that  war?  Would  he 
call  it  un-American  of 
them?  I  assume  he  is 
prepared  to  share  Canada's 


wealth  (the  fourth  highest 
standard  of  living  in  the 
world  —  I  guess  this  means 
he  does  not  see  the  Viet 
Nam  war  as  being  an  effort 
of  the  Capitalist  West  to 
keep  the  Third  World  in  its 
place).  The  N.L.F.  appears 
to  have  his  sympathy,  since 
they  are  resisting  the 
American  way  of  life.  I  am 
bothered  by  only  one  thing: 
does  Mr.  Butt  believe  that 
the  NX.F.  should  give  up  its 
attempt  to  revolutionize, 
through  violence,  its 
country?  If  he  believes  that 
revolutionary  genesis  leads 
to  a  violent  and  aggressive 
future,  perhaps  he  might 
share  his  insight  with  the 
followers  of  Ho  Chi  Minh 
and  Mao  Tse  Tung.  Perhaps 
they  would  do  better  to 
work  within  the  system 
(with  Thieu  and  Chiang 
setting  the  rules)  to  bring 
about  the  change  they 
desire.  He  might  suggest 
they  improve  the  quality  of 
their  air,  countryside  and 
water.
